I til reminded Major Bishop [ had talked -ith him only the 
afternoon oefwre, reminding him that a plane cught go on sh o* t notice and 
that he shoulc be ready. At that time Bishop stated that he cou^d be 
ready on a hours notice. I also informed Major Bishop when Colonel 
L'mmens wOlc. him oi *<*ig propostd xiigh ^ , thu « 1 .vns act up tw tajor Bishop 
tu dLaiii^a. , on . uis*. q«q cutter it> ipat h# would aot, catch the plane, .^re- 
minded him that ne.^na under orders to reave on the first airplane ceptrt- 
ing and that 1 coa^iuered his decision to aefer his departure as unauthorised 
ana umvurranteu .
